INCLUDING  MANY  GREAT  RARITIES  AND  VARIETIES 

The  Half  Eagle  coinage  began  in  1795  and  teiminated  in  1929.  None  were 
coined  in  the  years  of  1901,  181S,  1817,  and  1916  to  1928  inclusive.  All  other  years 
were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  They  were  also  coined  at  Dahlonega,  Georgia, 
1838-1861:  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  1838-1861 ; New  Orleans,  1840-1909;  Carson 
City,  Nevada,  1870-1893:  Denver,  1906-1914;  and  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  from 
1854  to  1916. 

Not  since  our  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  Sale  of  U.  S.  Gold  coins  in  October  1 968  have  we 
had  the  privilege  of  offering  for  sale  such  an  extensive  Collection  of  U.  S.  Half 
Eagles.  Due  to  the  infrequency  of  offerings  of  the  early  dates  of  this  series  (prior 
to  1835)  the  compilers  of  standard  reference  books  have  not  had  many  records  to 
refer  to  when  preparing  a "catalog  price."  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  series  is  gen- 
erally undervalued  and  will  no  doubt  establish  new  record  prices.

Not  since  our  Howard  D.  Egoli  Sale  in  1961  hove  we  had  the  priv- 
ilege of  offering  a complete  run  of  Original  Early  Proof  Sets.  (We  might 
note  that  the  Egolf  offering  began  with  1859  and  not  1858  as  this  collec- 
tion does).  Our  fabulous  Charles  Jay  Sole  in  1967  had  a complete  collec- 
tion of  Early  Proof  Sets;  however,  they  were  assembled  sets  and,  although 
the  Joy  coins  were  very  beautiful,  did  not  match  in  toning  or  quality. 
The  coins  were  sold  individually  for  that  reason. 

The  following  collection  matches  in  COLOR  and  QUALITY,  having 
been  carefully  stored  for  all  these  years.  These  superb  sets  ore  as  beau- 
tiful as  the  day  they  were  issued,  and  throughout  the  years  hove  taken 
on  the  most  magnificent  coloration  imaginable.  They  are  so  lovely  that 
one  should  never  desire  to  remove  the  color.  Although  it  can  be  re- 
moved quite  easily,  only  the  years  con  produce  the  superb  rainbow  and 
iridescent  tones  as  found  on  these  early  classic  coins. 

The  sets  were  originally  wrapped  in  different  types  of  paper  and 
tissue,  and  though  each  year  tended  to  tone  uniformly,  the  sets  do  vary 
in  degrees  of  toning.  As  aU  are  exquisitely  toned,  we  have  indicated  the 
degree  of  toning  of  each  of  the  sets  by  the  following  designations:

Sets  of  this  calibre  generally  sell  substantially  in  excess  of  catalog 
and  in  order  to  assist  you  in  determining  their  "catalog"  or  "Guidebook" 
values,  we  hove  computed  them  for  you.  These  should  not  be  considered 
limits  or  reserves;  they  are  only  provided  for  your  convenience. 

We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  quality  of  these  sets,  and 
their  importance  as  rare  Numismatic  items.  We  do  not  believe  that  more 
than  three  or  four  complete  sets  are  still  intact  today,  and  collectors  of 
choice,  rare,  and  imusucd  items  should  take  advantage  of  this  present 
offering.
